Margaret Anglin in Notable Revival

Margaret Anglin Is one of the really coms
paratively faw great living aoctresses, Une
speaks of “great lving nctresses’’—the majority
of great notresmen, of course, being demd. The
same I8 Inevitably true of great, very great,
playwrights.

However, Misa Anglin Ia very much allve—so
nitteh so that her husband figures In automo-
bile arrests while she, hepgelf, revives a piny
written by one of the maosat brilliant men of
the century—a mian to whom, lying In A grave
in Montmartre, has come a full and deserved
recognition for surpassing wit and geniuns.

“Lady Windermere's Fan, In which Misn
Anglin appearoed last night at the Hroad Streot
Theatre, Is a play of admirable technique, an
evening’s dramatic menu In whloh every course
I8 served with tartar sauce, There has never
been a more seductive, a more subtle, n more
delightfully worldly Mra. Erlynne than the one
presented by Miss Anglin., Mias Anglin makes
that brilliant woman, of a dublous character,
really winning. On the stage this type usually
fsn't. In Wilde's play thls woman, tragleal in
hepr lifs, becomes . mother desirous of protect-
ing her child. Mrs, Erlynne s perhaps the
most appealing character in the Wilda plays.
As such, Mlss Anglin played the part with an
intellectual understanding, an artistic restraint
whith Wilde himself would have admired,

If “"Lady Windermere's Fan" s alrendy an
anachronism so far as upper Fifth avenue or
i Rittenhouse Square are concerned, its satire
on soclal and home frallty is quite asm apropos
as when Wilde wrote it. As a play It ia far
superior to the Bugene Walter and 'Gus Thomas
productions as they attempt to deal, seriouzly
or otherwise, with soclal and other problems.

Miss Anglin‘s cast is admirable. Ruth Holt
Boucleault ls a seintillant Duchess of erwled.
| Florence Carpenter, as Lady Windermere, was
Insinuatingly captivating. While Sldney Greepn-
atreet played Lord Lorton incomparably, there
